@ five-day bombardment which, in the 
amount of ammunition expended and in 
the territory involved, exceeds anything 
of the kind that had been previously 


For some weeks reports have been cur- 
rent in England and France that the 
“Big Push’’ of the British was about 
to commence. It was stated that England 
had 2,000,000 men fully equipped and 
trained in preparation for the supreme 
effort to break the German lines. More 
than 1,000,000 shells are declared to have 
been fired daily in the preliminary bom- 
bardment which extended over a front 
90 miles in length. 

The menace of the British attack was 
fully appreciated in Germany, according 
to newspaper comments from Berlin and 
the utmost confidence was expressed in 
the ability of the Germans to meet and 
cfush it. The allies are now on the 
offensive in practically every field of 
war. The British assault comes on 
the heels of the great successes won by 
the Russians in Galicia and Bukowina, 
which have resulted in completely driv- 
ing the Austrians from Bukowina and 
are still continuing. 

On the Italian front the central Pow- 
ers have also met with severe reverses 
and for several days the Italians have 
been steadily driving the Austrians from 
position after position in the Trentino. 
The defense also of Verdun by the 
French appears to have stiffened and

The great offensive undertaken by 
thé British offers, according to re- 
ports from the front and comments 
of military critics, an absolutely new 
departure in the tactics hitherto pur- 
sued by the belligerents.

The last considerable offensive un- 
dertaken by the British was a drive 
in force at Loos in Beptember, 1916, 
in conjunction with a similar French 
effort in the Champagne district. The 
British captured Loos and the allies 
claimed to have taken 20,000 German 
prisoners and many guns. They were 
unable to press home their advantage, 
however, because, according to the 
British War Office, the reserves 
failed to arrive on time. 


The British official losses in the bat- 
tle of Loos were ©,000 men. That the 
Britigh public is prepared to face a roll 
of dead and wounded on an even vaster 
scale is indicated by the comments of 
the British newspapers in anticipating 
the present offensive. Political and mil- 
itary leaders have warned the nation 
that the smashing of the German lines 
could not possibly be accomplished ex- 
cept at an appalling lose of life. It has, 
been asserted indeed that the British 
authorities were prepared to face a loss 
of some hundreds of thousands of sol- 
diers if they could achieve their object 
and drive the Germans from France and 
Belgium. 

Quiet Only in Balkans. 

The only front in the -whole theater 
of the world war where comparative 
quiet reigns today is in the Balkans, 
and the prediction of an allied advdncé 
in that region have been at least as 
numerous and circumstantial as those 
regarding the British army in France. 
There have been some minor indications 
of portending activity in the Balans 
in the form of increasing artillery activ- 
ity, aerial raids and afforts by the Bul- 
garians to strengthen their lines by the 
occupation of fortresses on the Greek 
side of the frontier. 


Newspaper correspondents at Salon- 
iki have estimated that the allies have 
a total of 600,000 to 700,000 veteran sol- 
diers concentrated on their lines in that 
district. The reorganized Servian army, 
reported to be 150,000 strong, was recent- 
ly transported to Saloniki from the Is- 
land of Corfu, where they had been re- 
equipped. 

Reinforcements at Salontkt. 

The British are said to have brought 
200,000 men from Egypt in addition to 
large numbers who were sent to Greece 
following the ill-fated Dardanelles ex- 
pedition.

LONDON, July 1—The announcement 
that the Russians had captured Kolo- 
mea, Galicia, reached London early to- 
day in a laconic special communication 
from Petrograd.

The importance of Kolomea is obvi- 
ous. The army which holds the town 
not only has cleared Bukowina of the 
Austrians, but is planted on the flank 
of the Austro-German central force in 
a position which may make a complete 
rearrangement of their line inevitable, 
according to military observers, Gen. 
Count von Bothmer had been maintain- 
ing his position ever since the Russian 
offensive began and had been heavily 
reinforced by the Austro-German high 
command in the belief that if his po- 
sition on the center held firm the Aus- 
trian defeats in the north and south 
might be’ retrieved. Now suddenly his 
right flank has been defeated and in 
the belief of the British military experts 
it will be virtually impossible for Gea. 
von Bothmer to remain where he is any 
longer, for the Rusians command, or, 
at all events, threaten his ‘communica- 
tions and his whole right flank is at 
their mercy. 

If Gen. von Bothmer falls back to- 
ward Lemberg, the military observers 
say, his whole line must be rearranged 
farther west. Then they say the ques- 
tion arises, will the Ruesians allow this 
serious operation without inflicting 
further grave losses. They add that 
it is becoming increasingly evident that 
the great captures of men, munitions

TO COMBINE WITH PRESS 


Coalition Gives to It an Asso- 
ciated Press Franchise, Which 
It Never Has Had. 


By Leased Wire From the New "york 
Bureau of th? Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, July 1—Col. Roosevelt 
may become dan associate editor of the 
New York Sun, which this morning 
passed under the controi of Frank A. 
Munsey, his personal friend and political 
adherent. Park Row heard the rumor 
©” Col. Roosevelts coming--into its 
charmed circle early last night and the 

rumor has spread and multiplied. 

Munséy, owner of the New York Press 
and Munsey’s Magazine, annétinces in 
the Sun this morning that he has pur- 
chased the Morning and Evening Sun, 
and that the Morning Sun and the Press 
will be consolidated under the name of 
the Sun. The evening edition of the Sun 
will be continued. 

Price of Paper to Be Reduced. 

There have been rumors for seVeral 
weeks that the Sun and the Press would 
be consolidated. The deal was complet- 
ed yesterday, when Munsey acquired all 
of the holdings of William C. Reick and 
his associates. The officers of the new 
publishing company will be: Frank A. 
Munsey, president: Ervin Wardman, 
vice president; R. H. Titherington, sec- 
retary; W. T,. Dewart, treasurer. The 
consolidation will take effect with next 
Monday's issue and the price of the Sun 
will be reduced to 1 cent In the metro- 
politan district. 

Munsey, in his statement, says that, 
coincident with his purchase of the Sun, 
the New York Press was bought from 
him by the Sun. It will be necessary, 
for a brief time, he states, to carry the 
name of the Press in a conspicuous 
place, but “at as early a date as is 
wise, the name of the Press will wholly 
disappear.”’ 

Sun Gets Associated Press Report. 


Through the amalgamation the Sun, 


will gain membership In the Associated 
Press, which it never has had. Reick, 
the retiring president and treasurer of 
the Sun company, will remain with the 
organization, Munsey announces, and 
Edward P. Mitchell, long the Sun's chief 
editorial writer, will continue at. the 
head of the editorial department... * 

The New York Sun was estab@shed 
in 1833. Charles A. Dana, who acquired 
control in 1868 and continued as its edi- 
tor for 29 years, made it a famous news- 
paper. Under his direction it became 
highly popular and was in many respects 
the accepted model for newspaper men 
of Dana’s time. Upon the death of Dana 
his son, Paul Dana, was in control for a 
short time, being succeeded by the late 
William M. Laffan. In December, 191], 
Reick acquired the property from the 
Laffan estate. 

Munsey says in today’s issue of the 
Sun: 

“The tremendous advantage to the 
Sun can be appreciated only by newspa- 
per men. Through it the Sun secures 
a morning membership in the Associat- 
ed Press, and there is no other possible 
way to secure such a membership ex- 
cept through the purchase of a news- 
paper owning one. 

‘Through a mix-up that occurred some 
years aco, when the Associated Press 
was reorganized, tne Sun did not as- 
scciute itself with all the other morn- 
ing papers of the town in the reorgan- 
ization. AS a consequence, ever since 
then it has been compelled to gather 
its news alone, and at a vast annual 
expenditure in excess of the cost of ré- 
ceiving it through the Associated 
Press.’

The President's Speech. 

President Wilson said: 

“YT realize that 4 have done a very 
imprudent thing; I have’ come to ad- 
dress -this thoughtful company of men 
withoit any preparation whatever. If 
I could have w. .ten as witty a speech 
as Mr. Pulitzer I would have written it. 
I¢ I could have written as clear an 


enunciation of the fundamental ideas’ 


of American patriotism as the Mayor, 
I should have attempted it. If I could 
have been as appealing a person and of 
as feeling a ..rt as Mr. Cobb I would 
have felt safe. If I could have been as 
generous and interesting and genuine 
as Mr. Colby I should have felt that 
I could let myself go without any prep- 
arations. But, gentlemen, as a mattter 
of fact, I have been absorbed by the 
responsibilities which have been fre- 
quently referred to here tonight, and 
that pre-occupation has made it im- 
possible for me to forecast even what 
you would like to hear me talk about.

“Force will not accomplish anything 
that is permanent, I venture.to say, in 
the great struggle which is going on 
on the other side of the sea. The per- 
manent things will; be accomplished 
afterward, when the opinion of man- 
kind is brought to bear upon the issues 
and the only thing that will hold the 
world steady is this same silent, in- 
sistent, all-powerful opinion of man- 
kind. | 

“Force can sometimes hold things 
steady until opinion has time to form, 
but no force that was ever exerted ex- 
cept in response to that opinion, was 
ever a conquering and predominant 
force. 

“T think the sentence in American his- 
tory that I myself am proudest of is 
that in the introductory sentences of the 
Declaration of Independence where the 
writers say that a due respect for the 
opinion of mankind demands that they 
state the reasons for what they are 
about to do.. I venture to say that a 
decent respect for the opinions of man- 
kind demanded that those who started 
the present Buropean war should have 
stated their reasons, but they did not 
pay any heed to the opinion of man- 
kind, and the reckoning will come, 
when the settlement comes. 


“So, gentlemen, I am willing, no mat- 
ter what my personal fortunes may be, 
to play for the verdict of mankind. 

“Personally it will be a matter of in- 
difference to me, what the verdict on 
the 7th of November is, provided I feel 
any degree of confidence that when a 
later jury site I shall get their judg- 
ment in my favor, not in my favor per- 
sonally, but in my favor as an honest 
and conscientious spokesman of a great 
nation, : 

‘There are some gentlemen who are 
under the delusion that the power of a 
nation comes from the top. It does not. 
It comes from the bottom, 


Power Begins at Bottom. 

“Power and virtue of the tree does 
not come from the blossoms and the 
fruit down into the roots, but it comes 
from the roots in the obscure passages 
of the earth, where the power is. de- 
rived which displays its blossoms and 
the fruits; and I know that along the 
silent speechless masses of the Ameri- 
can people is slowly coming up that sap 
or moral purpose and love for justice 
and reverence for humanity which con- 
stitutes the only virtue and distinction 
of the American people. 

‘Look for your rulers of the future! 
Can you pick out the families that are 
to produce them? Can you pick out the 
localities that are going to produce 
them?” ‘ 

‘“‘You have heard what has been said 
about Abraham Lincoln. It is singular 
how touching every reference to Abra- 
ham Lincoln is. It always makes you 
feel that you wish you had been there 
to help him fn some fashion to fight the 
battles that ho was fighting some times 
almost alone. 

“And could you have predicted had 
you see Abraham Lincoln's birth and 
boyhood where that great ruling figure 
of the world was going to spring from? 

“I have presided over a university, but 
I never deceived myself by supposing 
that by university processes you were 
producing that ruling ferces of the 
world. I knew that all a university 
could do, if it knew its business, was to 
interpret the moral forcés of the world.

its Influence know the very truth of 
truths about where R came from, and

The toastmaster of the evening was 
the president of the press club, Edward 
Percy Howard. In a brief speech he 
told of the work and the objects of the 
club, paid a glowing tribute to the late 
Joseph Pulitzer for the aid he had given 
in establishing two hospital beds in per- 
petuity and then introduced as the first 
spedker of the evening Mayor Mitcte’. 

Following the Mayor’s speech, Mr. 
Howard introduced Ralph Pulitzer, pres- 
ident of the Press Publishing Co. (the 
World). 

As spokesman for the press, Mr. Pu- 
litzer championed its honest inde- 
pendence, éspecially in politics, in all 
but exceptional instances, and predict- 
ed that the future historian would ‘“‘set 
down that Woodrow Wilson’s service to 
his country with all its human fallibili- 
ties, placed him among our very great- 
est Presidents and made inevitable the 
triumphant re-election which was his.’’ 

Both the President and the press, said 
Mr. Pulitzer, have turbulent and unjusti- 
fied critics to withstand, and continued: 

“But no politician has ever received 
the support of the press by appealing 
to the selfish interests of the press as a 
class. You hear of the farmer vote and 
the manufacturers’ vote, the labor vote 
and the Wall street vote,but you never 
hear of the Park Row vote. That is be- 
cause these other interests are materia] 
interests, thriving by material means. 
But a newspaper, to endure, must be 
far more than a manufacturing enter- 
prise. The newspaper has not only a 
body and a brain; it has also a soul. 
As a profession it has a public con- 
science which it sets above its material 
advantages.” 

Town-Scold Advocates. 

Referring to ‘‘the mutually destructive 
charges’’ against the administration are 
“the tribute that fanaticism pays to 
moderation,’’ Mr. Pulitzer said: 

“There &re the town scold advocates 
who have urged the President repeated- 
ly to administer a reproving smack to 
the European buzz saw for not revolv- 
ing according to buzz saw rules. And 
there have been others who have be- 
sought the President to caress the buzz 
saw soothingly, in order to bring it to 
a standstill. And, furthermore, there 
have been those who did not bother the 
President with any burdensome re- 
quests, but got busy with the pretty im- 
plements of strike and torch and dyna- 
mite.

Carranza Note in Part. 

In paft the note says: 

“It appears strange that the Depart- 
ment of State of the United States 
should be displeased with the tone of 
the note of this Government of May 22, 
which it terms discourteous, when the 
same department has addressed to the 
constitutionalist Government, not one, 
but many notes in tones not ony dis- 
ccurteus, but threatening. 

‘During the period alluded to in this 
note 148 Mexican citizens have been 
murdered in American territory by 
American citizens, and even by the au- 
thorities of the United States, this de- 
spite the fact that both nations were 
in a state of profound peace, and in 
none of these cases, despite repeated 
remonstrances by the Mexican Ambas- 
sador at Washington, have any of the 
guilty been exemplarily punished. 

“It is untrue that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment has protected in any instance 
criminals attacking American territory. 
The Mexican Government has done all 
in its power to protect foreign subjects. 


ally Americans, who insisted on Tre- 
maining in disturbed districts, despite 
the repeated warning of the Mexican 
Governm«at. As our own citizens have 
suffered severely on account of the con- 
ditions of affairs, it is hardly just that 
foreigners should expect to be im-

Case of Charles Watson Cited. 

Thd note cites the case of Charles 
Watson, one of the victims of the Santa 
Ysabel massacre, who, it states, in- 
sisted on making the fatal journey 
despite a warning from Gen. Trevino, 
the military governor of Chihuahua. 

“It is a fact,”’ the note states, ‘“‘which 
the American military authorities can- 
not deny, that on March 16 Gen. Gavira 
advised the latter that he had trust- 
worthy intelligence that Villa and his 
bandits were on the way to the fron- 
tier. He also warned them that Villa 
was going by the way of Las Palo- 
mas, thus giving the American author- 
ities ample time in which to prepare 
to meet the danger. 

“The Constitutionalist Government 
also on receipt of the news of the 
movements of Villa and right after the 
attack on Coluombus, sent 1500 men under 
yen. Guiterez as rapidly as possible 
to the northern part of ‘the State of 
Chihuahua with orders to pursue the 
bandits relentlessly. It is well known 
that the pursuit began immediately and 
that the bandits were dispersed. 


“The imputation of the American 
Government that the Constitutionalist 
Government had no desire to put an 
end to these attacks !s untrue. It is 
well known that the affair at Parral 
resulted from the imprudence of the 
commander of the American troops, who 
entered the town well knowing that the 
Mexican commander had not given his 
consent.

Although not in the form of a 


American press, to undertake immed- 
iate pursuit of the Villa bandits and 
return to their encampments. 

“It is also true that the Constitution- 
alist Government protected American 
troops against the just indignation of the 
populace of Parral, who were aroused 
by their presence. 

“The note of the Secretary of State 
described as a convention what was sim- 
ply a proposition which the Mexican 
Government made conditionally to the 
Government of the United States in the 
note of March 10, to establish reciprocity 
in the passage of troops in pursuit of 
bandits, if, on any other part of the 
frontier there should occur acts such 
as these at Columbus. This provisional 
proposition cannot be called a conven- 
tion, and consequently it is untrue that 
the Constitutionalist Government has 
repudiated any convention. What the 
Constitutionalist Government desired 
was to define the terms of the agree- 
ment and the conditions so as to obvi- 
ate any misunderstandings which might 
arise between the two countries, and 
also in any event, to satisfy the Mexi- 
can people in regard to the cause of the 
presence of American troops in Mexican 
territory. 

“Not for Pursuit Alone.” 

“The United States has undertaken to 
abuse the terms of agreement, as all its 
acts show evidently that it did not wish 
to confine itself to the pursuit of the 
bandits. 

“The Constitutionalist Government 
Goes not wish bandits to go unpunished, 
nor does it refuse to destroy and dis- 
perse them. But the Government can 
tolerate in no manner the continued 
presence on Mexican territory of Ameri- 
can troops who have no excuse for be- 
ing there. 

“The recent attack of bandits on Glen 
Springs can in no way be charged 
to the Constitutionalist Government, but 
to the carelessness of the United States 
vhich.did not effectively protect the 
frontier, despite warning of danger. It 
is also very doubtful whether the band 
was organized in Mexico as there is 
good reason for belief that it was 
assembled on American territory. 

“It is proven that Gen. Obregon, dur- 
ing his interview with Generals Scott 
and Funston at Juarez, notified them 
that the Mexican Government would not 
permit the pasgage of American troops 
into Mexican térritory, and that orders 
had been given to the commanders of 
all frontier posts to refuse consent to 
the: passage of American troops. 

Funston’s Reply to Obregon. 

“Then Gen. Obregon slowed Generals 
Funston and Scott a copy of a paper 
published in El Paso stating that Amer- 
icans troops had entered Mexican terri- 
tery as the result of affairs at Glen 
Springs and Boquillas, wen. Funston 
replied: ‘I- have given no such order 
nor have I any information of any such 
movement,’ 

“Between men of honor Gen. Fun- 
ston’s reply can only be considered as 
% positive denial that American troops 
had passed the border. The Depart- 
ment of State alleges that the decla- 
rstion of Funston was made before the 
order was issued, an. not after it had 
ecne into effect. Nevertheless, it appears 
the truth that Gen. Funston attempted 
to hide some movement of troops which 
he had already considered ordering 
when he said that he had not given 
the order. 

“It is not true that Generals Scott 
and Funston, during their conferences 
with Gen. Obregon mentioned the pos- 
sibility of a new expedition across the 
frontier into the State of Tamaulipa 
oO” account of the activities imputed to 
De la Rosa. 

“All of the charges made against the 
United States concerning obstacles 
placed in the way of affecting the paci 
fication of Mexico remain since the 
Department of State does not refute 
the imputations made against it. On 
the contrary, it admits the charges, 
so far as they pertain to the embarzo 
on arms and munitions into Mexico. 

Calla Embargo Subterfuge. 

“It is a mere excuse to say that 
this embargo was ordered by the Presi- 
dent of the United States to prevent 
these arms and ammunition falling in- 
to the hands of Villa, since it ia well! 
known that the Constitutionalist Gov 
ernment have taken possession of «!] 
the frontier since the first of the pres- 
ent yvear 

“It is true that the whole press of 
Mexico is friendly to the Constitution- 
alist Government, .but the latter doas 
not consider that it has the right to 
check writers and prevent them from 
the free expression of their optnion.

can troops remaining on Mexican terri- 
tory and they should now leave. 

“The Constitutionalist Government has 
had a perfect right to-demand of the 
Government of the United States the 
immediate retirement -f American 
troops from the national territory on 
the completion of the mission which 
could be the only reason for their cross- 
ing of the frontier. f 

“It is not true that the presence of 
American troops in Mexico is the only 
check on further attacks of bandits and 
is the best meahs of protecting the lives 
and property of American citizens set- 
tled in our country. On the contrary, 
the continued presence of these troops 
has been the catise of recent new raids 
by enemies of the Constitutionalist Gov- 
ernment who wish to# proves interna- 
tional difficulties. 

Says U. 8. Should Guard Border Only. 

“The admission of the Secretary of 
State that the United States lacks forces 
sufficient to protect the whole length of 
the Mexican border is very important. 
This one consideration ought to cause 
the United States to be less exacting 
with the Constitutionalist Government 
in this particular. If the United States 
will confine itself to keeping order on its 
frontier it will immediately remove all 
the difficulties which now exist between 
the two countries. 

“The Goverfment of Mexico desires to 
stop every raid of bandits on Mexican 
territory and to punish them by implac- 
able pursuit within its own territory. 
But if these raids cannot be avoided 
the Mexican Government does not con- 
sider that its responsibility extends be- 
yond paying for the resulting damages. 

“The Constitutionalist Government 
does not ignore its obligations to give 
protection to the lives and property 
within Mexican territory, but short of a 
well defined agreement, will not permit 
a foreign nation to enter Mexican terri- 


tory with its armed forces. If the Gov-" 


ernment of the United States has not 
the right to give protection to its own 
citizens in territory which does not be- 
long to it the Department of State 
should finally observe that no right per- 
tains to the United States to continue to 
maintain its expedition in Mexico.”

In most cases it was with the 
observation that the probabilities were 
strongly for supplementary orders be- 
fore the fall season was far advanced, 
and this policy the traveling men-_have 
in every case encouraged. In boots and 
shoes, dry goods, notions ind thé 
like, the business was notably satisfac- 
tory, and it is from these lines that the 
most cheerful reports come. Merchants 
generally throughout the country have 
for three or four years been buying 
closely and keeping their shelves meag- 
erly stocked, and in consequence even 
a mild run of widespread prosperity will 
be reflected in business for St. Louis 
and other big supply centers out of the 
ordinary in recent years. 

That a decided shifting of the retail 
selling of shoes is going on from the 
general store, which is the main dis- 
tributing factor of the West, to the 
exclusive shoe store in the large towns 
and cities, is vouched for by the St. 
Louis shoe market, a number of whose 
manufacturers point out that during the 
past two years they have developed a 
business among exclusive shoe stores in 
the cities that is rapidly assuming large 
proportions and that in consequence the 
sale of shoes through the _ general 
stores, especially women's shoes of the 
novelty type, is showing a proportionate 
decrease, 

Little Basis for Nervousness. 

The uneasiness engendered in businéss 
and financial circles by the acute form 
into which the Mexican crisis was 
piunged by the de facto Government of 
the neighbor to the South the past week 
was hardly warranted in full. Nor is it 
believed that the condition of Europe 
when the war over there shall have 
come to an end is going to weigh so 
heavily upon the prosperity of the world 
at large. On the contrary, it is com- 
ing to be more and more believed that 
the United Stetes, with normal crops, 
will continue a run of industrial and 
commerciai activity, with attendant 
| prosperity, even though it become ne- 
Cegsary to enforce peace and security 
for the foreigner and foreign property 
interests in Mexico. The financial bur- 
den from this corrective measure will 
prove a comparatively light one unless 
the altogether unexpected huppens in 
the forces of the United Statcs proving 
to be ineffective fighters. This wold 
be contrary to history and the estab- 
lished character of the rank and file as 
well as the officers. But the prospect 
of enforved resort to the alternative of 
war war matertally lessened through the 
relense of soldiers held by Mexicans, on 
peremptory demand from Washington 
and diplomacy, with a requisite show 
of force in dealing with that country, 
probably will finally remove the dan- 
ger. That the restoration of order with- 
out recourse to hostilities will be ac- 
to those whuo look beyond immediate 
conditions. 

Europe as a factor in the general con- 
dition is not expected to show se poor- 
ly as the uninformed person is inclined 
to believe. It is true that the public 
debts of thg* belligerent countries ~ is 
large and will be larger, but it is 
eyually true that their resources are 
enormous. This is especialiv true of 
England, which is doing a big part in 
financing that war. Should ‘he latter 
country emerge with a total debt of 


$20,407,000,000, which would be hearly 
twice ag large as that already inourred, 
it must be berne in mind that the an- 
nual i. -une of that cotnteyvy ts abcut 
$14,°00,000,000, go that the interest ac- 
eount would amount to not more than 7 
per cent on her income.

Good Work of the Provident Association. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is unquestionably the duty of the Federa! 
Government to make provision for those left de- 
Pendent when their support is called to the front. 
But the Government is not doing this. What then? 
The emergency must be met. “Justice,” in a letter 
putlished June 24, protests against the Provident 
“having any hand in this matter * * * a body 
for the aid of ovr pauher bumanity * * * not 
a sphere for its activities * * * relief offered 
through the Provident a stigma,” etc. 

Although one may have had no direct contact 
with the work of the Provident, yet the informa- 
tion appearing in the Post-Dispatch from time to 
time makes it almost inconceivable that he should 
heve so little knowledge and appreciation of the 
real work done by this organization. 

When floods rendered hundreds of our families 
destitute last summer, the Business Men’s League 
found the Provident Association @ most effective 
and efficient channel through which to meet the 
emergency, involving the expenditure of thousands 
of dollars. 

‘The Red Cross has found the manager of the 
Provident one of its mast capable national repre- 
sentatives in emergencies due to fires, floods, etc. 

During the financial depression of 1915-16 the 
citizens of St. Louis, through the Provident, pro- 
vided industrial activities that enabled thousands 
of otherwise unemployed men and women to earn 
more than $60,000. 

These are illustrative examples of the Provi- 
Gent's “sphere for its activities.” And where is 
‘the “stigma?” 

The Provident Association is a great industrial 
and social service institution organized and oper- 
ated almost perfectly. It gives food and clothing 
to the deserving needy. But this is only a means 
to an end. Its great work, stated briefly, is to 
prevent the pauperization of those suddenly 
thrown into a dependent state; and to effect the 
rehabilitation and reintegration of those who 
huve already become pauperised. ee 

The Provident is now striving to raise | a fund 
of $14,000 to carry on its work during the re- 
meinder of the present fiscal year. Were it not 
for the deplorable fact that so few of our citt- 
zens are familiar with its real work, the Provident 
Arsociation would have ample funds instead of an 
empty treasury, as it now has.

It is planned also to submit a measure pro- 
viding for preferential ballots which would as- 
sure nonpartisan elections and the selection of 
officers by a majority vote. It would give all 
elements of voters an opportunity to be repre- 
sented in the fina) result. 

The Municipal Ballot Conference, which is 
leading the movement, should have the co-opera- 
tion of citizens who believe that the municipality 
should be managed for the benefit of the people 
instead of for the benefit of parties and poli- 
ticians. 
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GRAFTLESS WAE PUBCHASES. 

In St. Louis and other centers where large or- 
ders are being placed for army supplies and 
equipment, Department of Justice agents are al- 
feady on the watch for the first signs of any 
attempt to combine in bidding and te take advan- 
tage of the Government's necessity by extorting 
unfair prices. 

Preventive measures in such a situation are, 
of course, vastiy superior to efforts for forcing 
restitution after the extortion has been success- 
ful. While the agents are looking after the Gov- 
ernment’s interests, they might also keep an eye 
out for the consumer, whom the forestallers and 
speculators generally victimize only too easily in 
times of crisis.

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A GREAT DAY AT EL PASO. 

From the Mexican side of the International 
bridge connecting Juarez and El] Paso, a company 
of dusky men marched two by two with their 
Sergeant in his proper place—23 in all.

But the details he as- 
sembles makes it evident that El Paso’ never 
saw many greater days. After the 23 had been 
cleaned up and given fresh clothes at the Immi- 
gration Office, they were received with ¢remen- 
dous cheering and other ear-splitting welcoming 
din. The E] Paso multitudes escorted them 
through decorated streets to Fort Bliss, where 
flowers and a watermelon each were their por- 
tion.

According to the Anzeiger, a delegation of Halle 
citizens have gone to Berlin to memorialize the 
Government on the conditions growing out of 
the war.

After rehearsing what the city of Halle has 
done to prove her patriotism, sending to the 
front 41,000 men, of whom 3768 have thus far 
been reported killed and over 6000 wounded and 
missing, it rehearses the following grievances: 


The city of Halle respectfully submits that 
she would heave Leen able even under the 
stress of the war with its necessary restric- 
ticns, to support herself, had not the Gov- 
ernment taken from her all her cattle, all 
her cereals, all her materials for food and 
clothing, and reduced her to the condition of a 
beggar, who must accept without murmuring 
the pittance that may be offered from day to 
day. 

We the citizens of Halle protest herewith 
that we have not received humanly necessary 
supplies of food for five months, and that we 
cannot continue life with the daily decreas- 
ing quantity allowed us. Have mercy on 
our babes and women! It can be borne no 
longer! Our supply of clothing materials 
is exhausted; and even the wealthy go about 
in threadbare apparel, while many poor must 
hide their nakedness in the seclusion of their 
hovels. Few there are today that wear hats, 
fewer that wear shoes. We bear no brief for 
other cities nor for the country districts, 
that suffer even more than we. 

The Anzeiger states that similar delegations 
have preceded the one in question, and that 
others: are in the formation everywhere.

MEXICO AGAIN 
LOWERS STOCKS 


Early Market Shows Losses on 
the Active Shares—tTrad- 
ing Is Fair. 


NEW YORK, July 1.—The 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, gays: 

The pratatnation that had befallen 
Wall ‘treet on Thursday of the release 
by t.c Mexican authorities of the cap- 
tive American soldiers, later on gave 
way to reriewd vu tcertainty. Those sub- 
sequent doubts were heightend 
morning by the continued delay of the 
Carranza Government in replying to the 
latest American note. That note de- 
manded the release of the prisoners 
taken at Carrizal, and a definition of 
attitude toawrd the American forces. 
The misgivin in Mexico City yester- 
day again raised the question how far 
the authorities there have assumed one 
attitude before their. own people, and 
how far they will assume another in 
their dealings with Washington. In 
other words, the stock market this 
morning wae unable to decide whether 
to base its opinion on the release of 
the soldiers or on the statemnts made 
in Mexico. 

“Such considerations, along with the 
approaching holiday, ‘acted as a re- 
straint on trading this morning. The 
market was quiet, marked by irregular 
price movements, though the railway 
stocks in particular were firm. Sharp 
declines occurred shortly after the open- 
ing in several of the speculative indus- 
trial shares—a movement apparently 
representing continued ‘pool’ liquida- 
tion in those issues. Some of these 
stocks sold at the lowest figures of the 
week.

‘THE DEMOCRACY OF 1916. | 
The Democratic party elected its candidate for 
President in 1884, 1892 and 1912. 

But in each of these campaigns division existed 
in the forces of its opponent. Republican vitality 
in 1884 had not yet rallied from the disastrous 
quarrel caused by Senator Conkling. It was said 
¢|that Mr. Conkling, waving his hand from a win- 


had been as potent in defeating Mr. Blaine as 
Dr. Burchard’s three R’s. In 1892, Mr. Harrison 
quarreled with Mr. Blaine and in 1912 Mr. Roose- 
velt with Mr. Taft. 

It might be inferred that the Democratic party 
is a hopeless minority party and can only win 
when Republicanism is split. But exactly the 
same deduction applies with greater force to the 
Republican party. 

The Republicans. won in 1896, 1900, 1904 and 
1908. But in each of these years Democratic ef- 
fort was neutralized by division, irreconcilable 
counsel, refusal to heed appeals for party regu- 
larity and support of the ticket. 

This year, for the first time since 1888, when 
Harrison was elected over Cleveland, substantial 
unity is found in both parties, with all important 
leaders and elements according support to each 
who might naturally be expected to accord sup- 
port. 

That is to say, for the first time in 28 years, 
there is a chance for a measuring of Democratic 
and Republican strength, in a square, up-and-down 
fight. Not even a flanking movement resembling 
those by Patrons of Industry or Populists in for- 
mer years can be discerned. 

Democracy, united as it has not been in more 
than 20 years, enters this fight with the advan- 
tage of being already in power. From the prac- 
tical standpoint, this is of importance. At least, 
the advantage which the “ins” have over the 
“outs” has been sufficient to prove decisive in 
many state and some national elections. 

But it has other advantages that will be of 
greater avail this year. 

Its nominee is a man of remarkable intellect 
and still more remarkable force, who has pro- 
foundly impressed the people of the country. He 
has won peculiar gratitude because of the wisdom 
and success with which he has guided the country 
in a period of difficulty unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the world. 

The obvious and commonplace thing would have 
been to solve some of the larger of his difficulties 
by joining the war that has shaken civilization. 

He looked higher than the obvious, was too re- 
sourceful to resort to the commonplace. 

He will be known as a President of Peace. Even 
should war be yet forced on him, thé public con- 
viction that all alternatives had been exhausted 
will be immovable. 

Partisan disparagement stigmatizing his admin- 
istration as one of words and not of deeds shows 
only ingenuity in perversion of fact. His great 
state papers that will always have a place in the 
literature of international relations are matched 
by actualities in achievement even greater. 

Democracy during four years has dispelled sus- 
picion as to its incapacity for government. It 
has shown itself a tremendously efficient force in 
our national life, devoted to principle, responsive 
to public opinion—a vital, progressive Democracy. 

Its brilliant record in legislation of the highest 
wisdom and usefulness is too extraordinary to be 
set aside by the distortions of partisanship. 

It takes its appeal to the people when prosperity, 
never completely restored for almost eight years 
after the Roosevelt hard times of 1907, has reached 
the stie of highest visibility and most nearly uni- 
versal evalence. 

Perhaps the Democratic party, with all these 
favoring circumstances, will not win, next No- 
vember. But if it is unable to win this year, 
when will it ever be able to win? Is it con- 
demned perpetually to defeat, except in those oc- 
casional years when the leaders of the opposing 
party quarrel over their share of the preferment 
and the party spoils? 
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COL. ROOSEVELT OR MAJ.-GEN. ROOSEVELT 

A report that Col. Roosevelt plans to recruit 
a full division of 12,000 volunteers and will ask 
to be named as its commander with the rank 
of Major-General is printed. If true, it is a 
patriotic undertaking in which the Colonel will 
appear to much better advantage than in most 


tof his public undertakings of seven or eight 


years back. 

The unusual organization proposed for his di- 
vision, which is to have large contingents of 
cavalry, artillery and aviators as well as infan- 
try, has special interest. for the public. With 
four full brigades in the division, a place as 
Brigadier-General would be provided for each of 
the four sons. But what place of adquate rank 
would remain for Son-in-law Nick? 
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FREEDOM AND EQUALITY. 
Ferdinand Schevill, who teaches modern Eu- 
ropean history in the University of Chicago, and 
who has been delivering some lectures on “The 
Making of Modern Germany,” wants to be un- 
derstood as saying that when it comes to democ- 
racy, Germany has a lot of it. More than En- 
gland and more, if you please, than the United 
States of America. 

The German system is democratic, he points 
out, since it enfolds every man, woman and child 
and actively contributes to the welfare of all. In 
consequence, he declares, there is a much more 
evenly distributed well-being than in England 
and the United States. 

What we have over here, he says, ts not democ- 
racy but liberalism. Liberalism and democracy, 
instead of being identical, are antipodal in the 
same sense as the two concepts for which they re- 


dow at a great Democratic parade in New York, |

treedom*and absolute equality, he argues are theo- 
retical opposites. 


with less freedom for the sake of having more 
equality, and having made this choice predicates 
upon it her claim to democracy. He does not 
tell us how democracy can survive without self- 
government. 

Maybe, when the war is over, there will be 
more freedom in Germany and more equality in 
England and tn the United States, and out of the 
compromise will come a bigger, better democracy 
than the world has hereunto known. 
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WHAT ARTILLERY DOES. 

News from the British front on the Somme in- 
dicates that British heavy artillery has at last 
been strengthened to the point where it out- 
weighs, outnumbers and outshoots anything 
that Germany can bring against it. And London 
is reported as believing that the breaches made 
in the German lines are the real beginning of 
the long expected super-offensive. 

From both fronts in the European war the 
news indicates that the turning of the tide in 
favor of the allies has been due to an enormous 
increase in their artillery force. Austria had 
her famous Skoda guns and Germany her fort- 
smashing 42-centimeter giants. And though the 
French 75s were the best mobile field guns, there 
were not enough of them. Great Britain had 
good guns, but up to this time Germany seems 
to have outclassed all her foes in the strength 
of her artillery. 

Now we hear of the British firing a million 
shells a day, pounding everything in front to 
powder. And they have trench mortars that 
keep a hail of shot in the air, six ready to fall 
almost before the first has burst. hg 

As for Russia, it was not only her mdéllions 
of new men that enabled her to break the Aus- 
trian line, but a force of artillery and supply 
of munitions, the effect of which in action is 
described by an Austrian officer who was ex- 
posed to the rain of fire. He says: 


It was an inferno. As many of my men 
were killed by a rain of barbed-wire stakes, 
scraps of twisted steel girders and chunks of 
rifles, or by explosions of our subterranean 
mines defending the trench approaches, as by 
actual hits by fragments of the Russian shells. 


With a great preponderance of heavy artil- 
lery weapons and men who can use them, the 
most stubborn resistance must break down. 
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THE SUFFRAGE RADICALS.

The indorsement of the suffrage plank by the 


national Democratic convention on June 16 was 
more or less a surprise to St. Louis suffrage en- 
thusiasts. But to‘find, after years of half apolo- 
gy for being advanced and radical and every 
other anarchistic thing, that they belong to the 
conservative wing of the suffrage movement was 
a distinct shock. 

To belong or not to belong to the Congression- 
al Union for Woman Suffrage is now the seeth- 
ing question. 

The union is a small, compact organization, 
its strength mostly in the Eastern states, with 
a. half-million dollar campaign fund, a brilliant 
Washington lobby and the nearest approach to 
politically militant methods of any woman’s or- 
ganization in the United States. It makes the 
thrilling statement that this is the year to get 
the vote. 

It was in ..1047 the first woman in the United 
“The right of citizens 
of the United States to vote-shallI not be denied 
or abridged by the United States nor by any 
state on account of sex.” All suffrage parties 
agree that the passage of the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment is greatly to be desired. It is on the 
methods to be used to pass it through Congress 
and the State Legislatures that they divide. 

The leaders of the Congressional Union hold 
that the Democratic party now in power in the 
White House and in the upper and lower houses 
ot Congress can, if it will, pass that resolution 
before Congress adjourns in July or August. 
They promise allegiance if it does, and many, 
many missing Democratic statesmen and a few 
missing Democratic states after the November 
election if it does not. 

Then, if the Republicans come into power, 
they propose to make the same demand and pur- 
sue the same policy in case it is granted or re 
fused. It is party, not partisan, methods they 
use. The party in power is their object of at- 
tack. 

To the tender-hearted—or faint-hearted—suf- 
fragists who protest that this means they may 
have to work against some of their friends, men 
who stood for suffrage when it meant standing in 
a pillory, the Congressional Union responds that 
this is the political game according to the rules 
the men have laid down. A political election is 
not a woman's club election; you do not vote for 
your friends. A gold Democrat voted against a 
silver Democrat, though both would vote for a 
low tariff. It may be so when one lobbies in 
Washington. But when it comes to getting out 
the vote, and first or last it eomes down to 
getting out the vote, any ward heeler could teach 
them better. There is a tangible, countable vote 
value to loyalty. But, to meet them on their 
own ground of national political policy: 

Woman suffrage is not the question on which 
the Democratic and Republican parties will di- 
vite in November, 1916. That question may be 
the Mexican war, or the tariff, or the personality 
of the candidates, but it is»most unlikely to be 
suffrage. 

If this were England, and Congress were Par- 
liament, the Congressional Union’s policy might 
succeed, Indeed, it is the English militant policy 
as used by Mrs. Pankhurst. But Mrs. Pankhurst 
herself doubts its applicability to our political 
procedure. Parliament can and does go back to 
the country for indorsement by re-election or 
condemnation by rejection of its stand on one 
issue. If the English militants could have forced 
a division on their issue they might have won— 
three years ago. But they could not—and would 
not—make suffrage such an issue, with England 
at war. 

And though, to an enlightened mankind a 
hundred years from now, the broadening of the 
base of democracy by one great inclusion of po- 
litically enfranchised human beings may seem 
the transcendent opportunity of this year, it will 
be hard to persuade the average voter of 1914 
that it is as ae de more a whether

I was there a few weeks ago why the people 

in our part of the country are so indifferent 
to the danger of war, I told them our people were 
not saying very much about it because of their prob- 
able feeling that if war broke out they would have 
to do the bulk of the fighting. Whether I was crazy 
with the heat at the time may be guessed by read- 
ing the war news from our own Hast. The Western 
states were the last to get up a preparedness parade, 
but when the war bugle blew they were in the field 
so far ahead of the Hast that nobody in the West 
could resist the temptation hugely to smile. The Bast 
is a nice patriotic place, of course, but if preparedness 


parades are to take the place of preparedness itself . 


in that part of the country, the West. cannot very 
well be expected to let the country’s honor wait un- 
til we can all defend it together. What the East has 
been afraid of is that the East would get hurt. It 
has not lost much sleep over what might happen to 
the rest of the country. Your war-like New Yorker, 
who marched further than anybody and stepped out 
with twice our determination, had read stories about 
how the Germans could knock down the tall build- 
ings »n Manhattan Island from sea until he mistook 
his } nic for courage. Your effete Bostonian, who 
marc..ed fong before we did and twice as fast, was 
not alarmed for us. He was alarmed for himself. He 
had read about theoretical invasions usually landing 
somewhere near Boston until he considered all Western 
people indifferent at best to Boston’s probable fate, 
The West has taken the whole matter in the way of 
the West. It has expected, just as I told my friends 
in New York, to do the bulk of the fighting. That 
is a serious matter not; particularly facilitated by 
turning @ut in the day time behind brass bands. It 
has been much more to the point to turn out at night 
behind the ‘drill leader, and that, it seems, is what 
the West has been doing. The East only got to the 
front with us because we were forbidden to start 
before everybody had his toothbrush and his out- 
door pajamas. It was most humiliating to the West, 
which could have gone without.
